Maundy Thursday 


“He took Bread ; He took the Cup!” 

How thankful we can be that Jesus did not take some 
rare confection, some expensive nectar from the East to 
use as the symbols for The Last Supper. No, He took 
simple, unleavened bread and ordinary sour wine—the 
plain food of plain people, the food and the drink of the 
humblest peasant’s supper; and for these He gave thanks, 
and these He blessed, and to these He gave a significance 
far above the costliest treasure. Just as He Himself came 
to earth, not as a prince or potentate, but as the humble 
son of an obscure village carpenter; just as He chose 
simple fishermen and a tax-collector as disciples rather 
than the prominent, the educated, the “people who 
counted’”’; even so He chose but bread and wine for the 
Sacrament of His mystical Presence. He made of ordinary 
things, holy things; and showed that holy things can be 
the ordinary things about us. Would we have it otherwise? 
Could we have it otherwise? If the ordinary couldn’t be 
holy, if the holy couldn’t associate with the ordinary, then 
there would be a duality in the world. The common would 
remain forever common. The holy would have no oppor- 
tunity to leaven the unholy. We would have to renounce 
Christ and admit that human nature cannot be changed— 
an admission which no true Christian can make. But Jesus 
has shown that the Eternal can strike down and into the 
temporal; that immortality can give life to mortality.

Easter Glory 


“No cross, no crown” was a familiar saying fifty years 
ago among Christian people. One never hears it today. 
Perhaps it is because in our modern way of thinking we 
no longer picture to ourselves a future life in which the 
Saints wear crowns and sing hymns and, according to the 
old “pictures” seem to do nothing else. We cannot think 
of the future as being worth while unless it carries with it 
some very real “growth in love and service’”’. 

But the old phrase is a good phrase. It brings a very real 
truth to our minds and hearts. There is and can be no 
glory without struggle; none of the joy and radiance of 
achievement save by the hard path of work and sacrifice. 
Easter is only the glory which was won on Calvary. The 
deeply touching Collect for the Monday in Holy Week 
brings the two experiences, pain and struggle, joy and 
glory, together. “Almighty God whose most dear Son went 
not up to joy but first he suffered pain and entered not 
into glory before he was crucified.” The cross and the 
crown; the pain and the joy; the ultimate suffering and 
the radiant glory,—they are linked together; they make 
life for him; they make it for us. 

Sometimes because we speak of the Temptation, mean- 
ing the searching trial which came to Jesus in the desert 
after his baptism, we forget that his whole life was a 
temptation in the real meaning of that term. It was a test- 
ing, a trial, a struggle. He had to meet the distrust of his 
family, the antagonism of the religious leaders of the 
people, the blindness of his followers and even of his 
nearest friends. In the end they deserted him when he 
needed them most. He had to meet the powers of this world 
arrayed against him, bringing him to trial, to torture, to 
ridicule (that hurts a little soul). He had to meet them, 
knowing that out of the thousands who at one time or an- 
other had acclaimed him, only a few loving hearts still were 


loyal and none was left to help him. It was a lonely way, 
this way of sorrows. It was a lonely end, this three hours 
of suffering (death is always lonely!). 

But he held on and won the victory. The cross was the 
victory. Supreme love, supreme sacrifice, supreme good- 
ness, the beauty of the balanced life, the truth of the life 
in God and of God, these won on Calvary. And because 
they won, because there was the Cross, this throne of the 
unconquered life, there was inevitably the Crown and the 
glory of Easter. 

The point we have to see clearly is that the crown, the 
glory, is not something just given by God. It is wrapped 
up in the struggle. It is the victory. It does not come and 
cannot come without the cross. 


And that, oh sad and hard truth, and that is nonetheless 
the truth for us. No cross, no crown! There is no glory 
unless there is victory. There is no radiancy of achieve- 
ment unless there is fight and struggle. The crown is no 
empty honor which God gives us because we profess faith 
in Christ. It is the radiant glory which shines from the 
hearts of those who have won in the long hard fight of 
life. It is the joyous word, the cheering song from the lips 
of those who have come through great tribulation. It is a 
daily crown for those who day by day carry the cross, the 
burden of love and service, and righteousness and truth. 
When we have made Calvary our own, Easter is ours 
though we know it not—Edward L. Parsons. 


**He That Hath Ears to Hear’’ 


The January issue of Fortune contains a very significant 
article concerning the present status of religion in the 
United States. Its contention is that “the failure of the 
Church to teach absolute spiritual values will undermine 
Christian civilization.” The American system is basically 
founded on the Christian way of life. Our country could 
never have risen to its present place of prominence in the 
world without belief in spiritual absolutes. Furthermore, 
America cannot continue as a great power unless it re- 
claims the basic Christian spiritual principles which have 
been lost. 


The article does not, however, stop with a statement of 
present conditions and dangers. It goes on to state reasons 
for the spiritual decline. The sin of it all is laid pretty 
much at the doorsteps of the clergy. The clergy are con- 
demned as persons too eager to hear the passing voice of 
this earth, and not ready enough to hear “a voice coming 
from something not ourselves.” The author ends by saying 
that it is the task of the clergy to hear the spiritual voice, 
and to tell what the voice says. 


Those of us who are of the cloth need to recognize there 
is much truth in this. We need to repent that so often we 
give people what they want instead of what God wants us 
to give. Yet there is no want of the spiritual message. 
There have always been men who listened to God, and 
spoke forth with power. 


It is not fair for the layman to shift all the sin onto the 
shoulders of the clergy. The people in the pews have the 
responsibility of doing some listening, too. The laity must 
listen to God. They must listen to their spiritual leaders, 
also. No small part of our present troubles spring from 
the deafness of the clergy. Clergy and laity alike need to 
hear the warning, “He that hath ears to hear, let him hear.”

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THE CHURCH AND WAR 


The following extracts are taken from 
the convention address of Bishop Parsons: 


We do not want the strength that comes 
from Church unity so that we can as a 
Church give directions to statesmen and 
educators and social workers, so that we 
can adroitly shift m mternational relations 
in accordance with the temporal interests of 
the Church. We want Church unity funda- 
mentally because a divided Christianity is 
just so far an imperfect witness to Christ. 
We want it, as much as we can have it at 
this moment so that we can bring into this 
troubled world more and more of the spirit 
of brotherhood, the goodwill which alone 
can make a sound social order, the power 
of God through those who live with Him, 
the spirit of Christ through those who count 
him Master. The Christian people of the 
world are, I believe, recognizing that as 
never before. The outbreak of war in 
Europe has brought to light the singular, 
the almost miraculous progress which has 
come during the past generation to faith in 
the unifying power of Christianity. The 
whole attitude of the Churches towards 
war has changed. Not only are there great 
pacifist groups, articulate, convinced, mili- 
tant, which refuse to have any commerce 
with war at all; but certainly among en- 
lightened Christian leaders almost every- 
where one finds utter repudiation of the pos- 
sibility of war as a crusade. The Chris- 
tian conscience is horrified at the blessing 
of the bombs that destroyed Guernica or 
brought woe to the women and children 
of Barcelona. Christian common sense has 
come to see clearly that just in itself war 
does not do the things we have often con- 
fidently hoped for. Twenty-five years ago 
we were most of us pretty well convinced 
that we were fighting a just war; and many 
Christian people and many clergy went far 
beyond that. They counted the war a cru- 
sade. They had a rather naive faith that 
out of war somehow naturally would flow 
the righteousness, the justice, the unself- 
ishness, the desire for a common world 
brotherhood which alone could make the 
League of Nations able from the start to 
achieve its purpose. 

But nevertheless there was a moral issue 
in that war, and there was a greater moral 


_ issue in the peace. We must never forget 


when we hear the somewhat shallow but 
usually raucous condemnations of Wood- 
row Wilson and the international bankers 
and the munitions makers and the clever 
British propaganda which got us into the 
war that the picture of Uncle Sam as an 
innocent and altogether goodhearted soul, 
cheated by international sharpers is rank 
nonsense. Our leaders knew what we were 
about and our real leaders never intended 
to help win the war and then walk out on 
the peace. It ill becomes a nation which re- 
fused to take part in the working out of a 
stable international order to condemn whole- 
sale the nations upon whom fell the burden. 
“Let him that is without sin among you 
cast the first stone.” 


Nor is it right for Christian people, what- 
ever their attitude towards war may be, to 


close their eyes to the moral issues which 
are involved in every great human struggle. 
The attitude of so many intelligent and 
earnest Christian people about the present 
European conflict is precisely like that of 
the people who see nothing in the present 
industrial situation save the struggles of 
rival unions and the unholy ambitions of 
unscrupulous leaders. The present labor 
troubles are local expressions of a world- 
wide movement of the underprivileged 
towards that share in the common life of 
humanity which belongs to them as children 
of God. In the present conflicts there is 
wrorg on both sides; but the upward move- 
ment is, to the Christian, part of the pur- 
pose of God, and the intelligent and con- 
scientious Christian has no right to say “It 
is all a dreadful mess, a clash of selfish- 
nesses; I'll have nothing to do with it.” 


Now the same thing is true of the war. 
Rival self-interests are involved if you like; 
but equally are moral issues involved. An 
absolute pacifist may take the ground that 
the Finns should have permitted Russia to 
take what it wanted, that it is unchristian 
and wicked for Finland to resist. But even 
an absolute pacifist must, as a recent state- 
ment by a number of Christian leaders has 
pointed out, recognize that there is a moral 
issue. The moral standing of Finland before 
God and men is surely more secure than 
that of Russia. 

Now I am not attempting in this address 
to discuss the highly difficult problem of 
the relation of the Christian to war. No 
Christian can defend it as an instrument 
of national policy. No Christian can do 
anything but abhor it and try to eliminate 
it from human life. But as yet there is no 
agreement among Christians as to the posi- 
tion which a Christian should take if his 
country is involved in war. Conscientious 
Christians hold positions all the way from 
that of absolute pacifism to that which ac- 
cepts the action of the state as determinative 
and is ready to support the nation under 
any circumstances. Neither extreme posi- 
tion is right in my judgment. But my pur- 
pose is not to defend any position in regard 
to war itself. It is to emphasize the truth 
that in most wars of any consequence in 
human history moral issues are involved. 
They were when the Greeks fought the 
Persians at Marathon and Salamis. They 
were when the Maccabees raised the stand- 
ard of revolt against the Syrian King. They 
were when the Barons armed themselves 
and brought John to his knees at Runny- 
mede. In our own Revolution and our own 
Civil War there were moral issues. 


The business of all of us as Christians 
is to try to untangle the issues, to separate 
the ephemeral and unimportant from the 
underiying causes, to repudiate once and 
for all the notion that there are any im- 
portant issues in human history which are 
not moral. We clergy are poor successors 
of Amos and Isaiah, of Micah and Jere- 
miah, but our business is the same as theirs, 
to try to read the hand of the Lord in 
history and interpret it to our people. 


And as we work and pray and think about 
it all, we shall, I believe, see clearly that 
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the supreme moral issue for the world to- 
day is the kind of peace which is to come 
after the war. And one of the supreme 
moral issues for America is the part she is 
to take in it. We often hear Franklin (was 
it he?) quoted “There never was a good 
war nor a bad peace”, words altogether un- 
true. But it is true that the most essential 
fact in any war is the peace made after it. 
It is our business as Christians to do every- 
thing we can to bring our country, our much 
loved fatherland, out from the fog of disil- 
lusionment, on to the acceptance of a very 
real responsibility for the mternational or- 
der. The chaos of the world ought not to 
sadden us too much. It is very dreadful; 
but it is only at this moment a particularly 
dreadful expression of what has always 
been present in human Itfe. It is to us not 
a cause for melancholy, for despair; but a 
summons to get to work. This sin and 
selfishness, this brutality and lust and greed, 
—why, that is the reason that Christ died. 
This “darkling plain” on which “ignorant 
armies clash by night”,--why, that ignor- 
ance is precisely the thing which God who 
is eternal light is dispelling through Christ. 
Now all this about the war is only to 
throw into clearer relief what it seems to 
me is one of the chief functions of the 
Church at this particular point in its rela- 
tion to the world. I have already phrased 
it as the unifying power of the Church in 
the midst of a war-torn divided world. 
The great ecumenical conferences of the 
past twenty years have made an indelible 
impression upon Christian thinking. Today 
from every land comes the message “We 
must not forget our unity in Christ.” 
Chinese and Japanese pray together and for 
one another. English Churchmen pray for 
Germans and Germany. Leaders in the na- 
tional Churches of the Orthodox East hope 
and pray that a new vision may come of 
the unity of those peoples in Christ—a 
unity which may curb the excessive na- 
tionalism of their peoples. The phrase una 
sancta, the one Holy Church, is on men’s 
lips and in their hearts. It is sad that the 
great Roman Church excludes itself from 
these gatherings of Christians and their 
common aspirations. But within its own 
range it too transcends the boundaries of 
nations and recognizes unity in Christ. 


As one contemplates these infinitely 
varied groups of Christians, praying to- 
gether, remembering their unity in Christ, 
looking forward to the day when these 
spiritual links have found expression in the 
visible Unity of the Body of Christ, one 
cannot escape the realization of the im- 
mensity of the task which lies before the 
Church. It is in this spiritual unity which 
we are developing that the certainty of the 
future lies. There will come a time when 
Christian people will simply refuse to per- 
mit division to continue. Spiritual unity 
must inevitably, if it is real, clothe itself in 
bodily unity. If men love each other 
enough to pray together, the time will soon 
come when they will be united in such fash- 
ion as to reveal to the world the common 
Lordship of Christ.

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PROGRESS IN THE DIOCESE 


The followmg extracts are taken from 
the convention address of Bishop Block: 


There are many things in the record of 
the past year of which we can be proud and 
for which we are profoundly grateful. First 
among these is our contribution to the Na- 
tional Council. We sent to New York in 
1939 $17,400. In 1938 the allocation to the 
Council from the total receipts derived from 
the pledges of the parishes and missions 
for the Church’s Program was $10,600. This, 
together with $2800 secured by Bishop Par- 
sons from private contributors, made up 
our pledge of $13,400. The sum of $17,400 
represents an increase of almost 70 per cent 
over our allocation to New York for the 
previous year. This grand showing was 
made possible by our response to the Mis- 
sionary Shortage Fund, which totaled $4,400, 
enabling us to add $1,000 to the $13,000 of 
the previous year’s pledge, which we prom- 
ised as a venture of faith, and $3,400 addi- 
tional. Special commendation belongs to St. 
Paul’s Church, Oakland, whose treasurer 
made the original suggestion of seeking one 
dollar from each communicant, a method 
which the National Church used successfully 
in overcoming a deficit of $300,000. 


The next item that evokes our gratitude 
is the amazing and comforting fact that al- 
though our 1939 pledges to the Church’s 
Program amounted to $32,165.50, we col- 
lected $32,350.49, which is 100.66 per cent. 
This was due to the fact that some parishes 
overpaid their pledges. Only one unit failed 
to contribute its full quota by the sum of 
$27.75, else we should have reached the 
goal of perfection,—never before attained 
in the Diocese so far as 1 can find any 
record—and not often in any Diocese. 


The Principle of Devolution 
in Diocesan Aid 

The Council has adopted what I feel to 
he a mecessary and constructive policy with 
regard to the vexed question of Diocesan 
hnancial aid to Missions and other enter- 
prises from which we can legitimately ex- 
pect growing self-support. Help will be 
given hereafter only where a Mission, for 
instance, is giving sacrificially to its own 
maintenance and that of the whole Church, 
where the need for outside aid is clear, and 
where there is a legitimate expectation of 
growth in sufficient numbers to justify the 
allocation in question. Sums so designated 
will be subject to the principle of devolu- 
tion. A third to a fifth will be deducted 
annually so that in a definite period, from 
three to five years, the work will be self- 
supporting. In the major number of in- 
stances, the three-year period ought to be 
long enough to achieve the end desired. 
Some missions will, with consecrated and 
aggressive leadership, relieve the Didcese 
of aid within a shorter period than the mini- 
mum here outlined. 


To continue help when there is no satis- 
factory and corresponding growth only 
pauperizes the recipients and may even be a 
misappropriation of trust funds. The larger 
contributors to the Working Fund can 
hardly be expected to increase their gifts 

unless they are confident that sums so 
pledged are used wisely and profitably. 


There is every room for sentiment in the 
Church. It is the very heart of the Chris- 
tian Fellowship. But there is no place for 
sentimentality which is the precipitation of 
a noble virtue and an encouragement to 
ineptitude, inertia, and a corporate infer- 
iority complex. The Parable of the Talents 
in this connection is luminous, “Unto him 
that hath shall be given, and from him that 
hath not, shall be taken even that which he 
hath.” 

The children of this world need not al- 
ways be wiser than the children of light. 
An ever-increasing investment of our people 
is predicated upon efficient service to the 
community made possible by justifiable aid 
for such period only as is necessary to 
achieve self-support. Even our racial work 
among the Orientals which would seem to 
be an exception cannot helpfully be im- 
mune from the principle of devolution, but 
it must be applied more tenderly than the 
percentages I have indicated. 

I am well aware that the institution of 
such a method lays us open to the charge 
of being cold or hard or concerned only 
with financial results. Personally, I should 
resent this imputation. Behind figures I see 
often the sacrificial devotion of the con- 
tributor; and behind the budget I see “per- 
sonalities”. You cannot equate their service 
with the amounts that release Christ-in- 
spired lives. The Episcopal Church, when 
true to its ethos, has won and can win the 
affection, allegiance and support of the 
thousands of wayfarers who in this blessed 
and favored land are seeking the durable 
satisfactions of life in week-end nature wor- 
ship. Life will not spare them. Insecurity 
and fear and discouragement and inferiority 
and sickness and the death of loved ones, 
cannot be overcome and transmuted into 
the higher values on the golf course or in 
a motor car hurrying to the mountains or 
the seaside. To meet such pressures hero- 
ically one needs the inner resources that 
only true religion and sincere worship can 
achieve. The burden rests upon us to show 
the winsomeness and the victory of the 
Christian way. Only thus can soul hungers 
be satisfied and spiritual thirst be assuaged. 


Allocations to Missions 


The Council has adopted a new procedure 
with regard to its allocations to missions. 
Beginning with February, 1940, the Dio- 
cesan Treasurer will pay monthly, desig- 
nated allocations direct to the Treasurers 
of the Missions in a lump sum, so that pay- 
ments of salaries, pension premiums, etc., 
heretofore dispersed by the Treasurer’s of- 
fice, will be paid by the local Mission 
Treasurer. This will take an enormous 
amount of bookkeeping out of the Diocesan 
office, now heavily burdened with studies of 
trust funds, indebtedness and a host of 
similar matters, as well as the institution of 
modern and efficient methods of business 
administration in the missions of the Dio- 
cese. Our anxiety will naturally revolve 
around the prompt payment of pension and 
insurance premiums. A blank providing 
that information, and to be sent in by each 
Treasurer, will be prepared. Vicars will 
hereafter look to the Mission Treasurer 


for the payment of their full stipends, as 
well as seeing that the pension premium is 
paid promptly. This innovation will add dig- 
nity to the office of the local treasurers, and 
enable the mission to disburse its full 
budget of maintenance. 

The Bishop’s Discretionary Fund 

I wish formally to record my gratitude 
to those parishes and missions that have 
released the loose plate offering on the oc- 
casions of my visitations for Confirmation, 
for the use of the Bishop’s Discretionary 
Fund. Every resident pastor knows what a 
deprivation it is or would be to him to lose 
the use of the Communion Alms for those 
intimate parochial needs for which nor- 
mally no sums are specifically set apart in 
the parish budget. Nothing occasions a 
deeper sense of gratitude than the little 
courtesies and the thoughtful kindnesses 
expressed in the privileges extended by such 
a fund. 

The Bishop’s family and personal parish 
in the Diocese is fairly impressive as it in- 
cludes more particularly the families of the 
clergy among whom emergencies constantly 
arise. Many of our men are living on sti- 
pends inadequate to meet extraordinary ex- 
penses; some could not avail themselves of 
attendance at Conferences for intellectual 
and spiritual refreshment except for out- 
side help. Various diocesan opportunities 
would be lost if there were not a small 
fund somewhere which the Bishop can use 
at his discretion to provide the travel ex- 
pense, to and from our Diocese, of some 
nationally known leader from whom we 
can all draw inspiration and help. 


The Assessment of the Episcopal 
and Convention Fund 


A great deal of confusion seems to exist 
in the minds of clergy and vestrymen re- 
garding the method used in arriving at the 
amount set for parochial and mission Epis- 
copal and Convention Fund assessments. In 
general, these are the steps taken by the 
Finance Committee : 


First, the Budget is drawn up to find 
out what amount must be raised by assess- 
ment. Second, the average current expenses 
of each parish and mission over a three- 
year period is figured mathematically from 
the annual parochial reports covering the 
last three years. Third, the figure thus noted 
places the parish or mission in a definite 
classification and is subject to a fixed pro- 
cedure as prescribed by the Canons—see 
Section 556-D of the Manual. Fourth, Mis- 
sions falling into class one—that is, those 
whose avérage annual expenses are under 
$1,000—are assessed in such special sums 
as the Finance Committee deems just. The 
others’ assessment is computed according 
to the per cent of the classification. Five, 
the results thus obtained are totalled to de- 
termine whether the sum of the arbitrary 
assessments and the computed amounts 
equal the budget figure. This is known as 
the “Trial Assessment.” Six, the deficiency 
or excess is then pro-rated among classes 
two to seven, that is, those whose average 
general expenses are over $1,000 to those 
over $7,000, to level up the assessment with 
the budget figure. 

At the present time the arrangement is 
definitely prejudicial to those whose assess- 
ment is not adjusted. Of the seventy-seven 
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parishes and missions, thirty-five now claim 
an adjusted assessment. This is due to 
special pleading or to the fact that the con- 
tributions or allocations of the Diocese to 
the support of its missions has not hitherto 
been computed in the amount of operating 
expenses. 

It would seem a much fairer method to 
lay the minimum six per cent assessment 
against all missions whose average operat- 
ing expenses are from 0 to $1,500, thus 
eliminating the class designated “under 
$1,000,” and, if necessary, permit the Fi- 
nance Committee, for weighty cause, to 
adjust this classification downward if the 
mission frankly should not be expected to 
carry the burden mathematically arrived at. 

Having had a fairly large experience in 
surveys of diocesan budgets, I can recall 
none in which the number of adjusted as- 
sessments even approaches our staggering 
total of approximately 50 per cent. The 
sum of $16,768 out of a total of $18,275 
comes from 38 parishes and missions, $1,507 
from 33 parishes and missions. 


Finally, there is the question of unpaid 
or partly paid assessments. Certainly our 
percentage of collection on assessments is 
high. But this year $276 represents assess- 
ments which have been specifically repudi- 
ated. A second injustice necessarily follows 
such amount of non-payment. That sum 
must be added to the burden which parishes 
are now carrying who are paying their 
assessments. It is quite true that non-pay- 
ment of assessment deprives a parish or 
mission of its voting privilege in the Dio- 
cesan Convention. Often this penalty is re- 
mitted by an indulgent Convention. The 
more serious aspect of the situation is this: 
the parish or mission which repudiates its 
assessment apparently abandons the Epis- 
copal system of government and becomes 
Congregational; for it declares uncon- 
sciously thereby that it does not value or 
need Episcopal supervision and ministra- 
tion or any of those items included in the 
Episcopal and Convention Fund Budget. 


I feel confident that the rank and file of 
our people, where such repudiation obtains, 
will be unwilling to have it continue, now 
that the facts are presented to them. 


Closing Words 


I would have wished that my address 
might have dealt with matters of more 
ecumenical import. It has been concerned 
largely with figures and budgets. I am not 
prepared to admit these matters are un- 
spiritual. To feel so is a defense mechanism 
against legitimate obligation. Our Lord set 
the standard for use when he declared: 
“Where your treasure is, there will your 
heart be also.” 


I have dedicated myself to as efficient and 
forward looking conduct of the Church's 
business as is humanly possible. I do not 
believe it to be “spiritual” to be ashamed or 
afraid of the promotion of the Gospel. We 
have not asked too much of our people, but 
too little. When a real challenge is offered, 
they startle us with their generosity. I have 
preached in season and out of season that 
ours is a race between the acceptance of 
Christ and His way of living, and appar- 
ently inevitable chaos. What is happening 
in Europe reveals that such a statement is 
utterly realistic. We need a spiritual cru- 


sade in every parish and mission of the 
land. We need the “rectifying influences of 
the sanctuary”. “Man’s extremity is God's 
opportunity”. In prayerful earnestness and 
in sure confidence in the leadership of the 
ever-present Christ we summon you to 
“Launch out into the deep.” The Grace of 
our Lord Jesus Christ and the love of God 
and the fellowship of the Holy Spirit be 
with you all evermore. 


Fifth Annual Convention 
of the House of 
Young Churchmen

The fifth annual convention of the 
House of Young Churchmen was officially 
opened with words of greeting by the Rev. 
J. Henry Thomas of St. Clement’s 
Church, Berkeley, California, where the 
Convention was held on February 24 and 
25, 1940. At roll call it was found that 
35 parishes and missions of the diocese 
were represented, and at dinner that eve- 
ning there were 204 delegates and visitors 
present, the largest number we have ever 
had. 

The afternoon was taken up with the 
regular routine of a business meeting 
with President Wilfred Hodgkin presid- 
ing. The minutes were read by Secre- 
tary Edna Lucy and approved of, and 
Jack Rands made his treasurer's report. 
Project reports were made by Ruth 
Schwab of San Francisco on the House 
of Young Churchmen’s work in the City 
Missions, to which she was _ represent- 
ing the H.Y.C.; an addition to her report 
was made by the Rev. Dr. Hodgkin; Edna 
Lucy gave a report on the church unity 
conferences held between the Presbyte- 
rians and Episcopalians; Peter Boes spoke 
on the Amsterdam Conference; Rev. P. 
M. Casady, reelected dean of the sum- 
mer conference, spoke about the confer- 
ence to be held at Lake Tahoe and showed 
colored movies of the conference grounds. 
For the theme of the Convention, “Calli- 
fornia’s Migrant Problem”, there were 
two speakers—Orin Casmore spoke on the 
statistical side of the problem and Miss 
Meadows spoke on the work done for 
the migrants by the Council of Women 
for Home Missions—after which there 
were questions and discussions on the sub- 
ject. The meeting was then adjourned 
for group meetings, namely the Junior 
Daughters of the King, Girls’ Friendly 
Society, Acolytes and St. Vincent’s Guild, 
and Young People’s mixed groups which 
were led by Mrs. Edmund Roth, Mrs. 
Victor Johnson, Rev. F. H. Avery, Miss 
Frances M. Young, and Rev. John P. 
Craine, respectively. 

The highlight at dinner was a speech 
by Bishop Block, who gave us some very 
good advice and suggestions. Rev. F. H. 
Avery acted as toastmaster, and a very 
good one he was, too. Then came the 
nomination of officers for the fiscal year 
1940-1941. These were chosen from the 
twelve newly-elected council members 
who are as follows: 
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Oakland Convocation—Rod Harkness. 
St. Paul’s, Oakland; Ronald Collins, Trin- 
ity, Oakland; Bob Darwall, St. Clement's, 
Berkeley; Ann Alger, St. Alban’s, Albany. 

San Francisco Convocation — Joe 
Younger, Church of Our Saviour, Mill 
Valley; Ruth Schwab, Good Samaritan, 
San Francisco; Dora Lee, True Sunshine, 
San Francisco; Arthur Powell, Grace 
Cathedral, San Francisco. 

San Jose—Bill George, St. Paul’s, Bur- 
lingame; Len Maynard, Church of St. 
Matthew, San Mateo; Irene Beaudikofer, 
Trinity, San Jose; Terry Denley, Church 
of St. Matthew, San Mateo. 

The candidates were Bill George and 
Bob Darwall for president, Irene Beaudi- 
kofer and Ann Alger for vice president, 
and Dora Lee for secretary. After dinner 
recreation was led in the play room by 
Lawton Harris. The day ended with a 
Preparation Service at 9:30 in which the 
Rev. Henry Shires took charge. 

Sunday morning began with Holy Com- 
munion at 7:30 with the Rev. J. Henry, 
Thomas and Rev. Henry Shires officiat- 
ing. The business meeting was resumed 
after breakfast. The election. of officers 
was held and the results were as follows: 
Bob Darwall, president; Ann Alger, vice 
president, and Dora Lee, secretary. The 
different convocational reports were made 
by Dave Thayer for the San Francisco 
Convocation, Rod Harkness for the Oak- 
land Convocation, and Bill George fer 
the San Jose Convocation. The report 
of the activities of the House of Young 
Churchmen for the vear 1939-1940 was 
given by Wilfred Hodgkin. At 10:25 
a. m. we adjourned the meeting to atten’! 
the Sunday morning service, in which 
the Rev. J. Henry Thomas preached a 
most inspiring sermon. The service was 
closed with the installation of officers. 

At lunch time there were a few an- 
nouncements and a summary of the Con- 
vention made by the Rev. John P. Craine, 
chief adviser of the House of Young 
Churchmen. The end came all too soon. 
We sang “Auld Lang Syne” and said 
our farewell with new inspirations an 
bright hopes for the new year. 

We, the members of the House of 
Young Churchmen, want to take this op- 
portunity to express our sincere appre- 
ciation to the people of St. Clement's for 
their facilities, hospitality, and everything 
that they have done toward making our 
Convention a great success.

The Ninetieth Convention 


The Ninetieth Convention of the Diocese 
of California was held in Grace Cathedral 
on Tuesday and Wednesday, January 30-31, 
1940, beginning with the celebration of the 
Holy Communion, Bishop Block being the 
celebrant; Dean Emeritus J. Wilmer Gres- 
ham, epistoler, and the Rev. Dr. Mark 
Rifenbark, gospeller. 


The Bishop’s Annual Address was of 
timely interest as it applied largely to the 
Church and International Relations. 


The address of the Bishop Coadjutor re- 
viewed the work of the Diocesan Council 
and the progress of the work of the Church 
in the parishes and missions of the Diocese 
during the past year.

The Convention adopted Canons provid- 
ing for the consolidation of the work of 
the Department of Finance of the Diocesan 
Council and the Finance Committee of the 
Diocese. 

The Convention adopted resolutions ex- 
pressing great appreciation of the School 
of the Prophets established by Bishop 
Block, and commending generous support 
of the same. 

The Convention adopted resolutions in 
commemoration of the late Gen. Robert H. 
Noble, who served the Diocese generously 
and loyally for many years. 

The Convention adopted resolutions in 
hearty appreciation of the services of the 
Rev. Messrs. J. Henry Ohloff and Fred- 
erick K. Howard, the former retiring as 
Chaplain of St. Luke’s Hospital and the 
latter as Chaplain of the City Missions. 

The Convention adopted resolutions in 
warm appreciation of the services of the 
clergy of the Society of St. John the Evan- 
gelist, who have had charge of the parish 
of the Church of the Advent, San Fran- 
cisco, for many years and are relinquishing 
that work. 

The Religious Mass Meeting was held 


on Tuesday evening in Grace Cathedral. 


Dean Malloch of Fresno gave an inspiring 
address on Religious Education. 

Two of the highlights of the Convention 
were addresses by the Rev. Dr. Stanley 
Hunter, Moderator of the California Synod 
of the Presbyterian Church, and Dr. Wil- 
liam Keller, head of the School of Applied 
Christianity, Cincinnati. Dr. Hunter spoke 
on the Presbyterian-Episcopal Concordat 
and Dr. Keller of the work of the School 
of which he is in charge. 

The Joint Session with the House of 
Churchwomen was held Wednesday morn- 
ing. Following the Bishop Coadjutor’s ad- 
dress, the Rev. Charles R. Greenleaf gave 
a report of the Department of Religious 
Education. The Rev. J. Lindsay Patton, 
assisted by the Rev. Thaddeus P. Matrin 
and the Rev. Lloyd B. Thomas, gave a re- 
port of the Department of Missions. The 
Rev. Dr. Hodgkin gave a report of the De- 
partment of Social Service, assisted by 
Mr. Jack Adams, who gave a report of the 
work of St. Andrew’s Inn and St. Andrew’s 
Camp; and Mrs. Henry M. White, who

Changes in the by-laws were dis- 
cussed and voted upon, creating an Exe- 
cutive Committee, consisting of Diocesan 
elected officers only, and an Advisory 
Board. The second change is the setting 
of a time limit to the period of service of 
each member of the two bodies. Then fol- 
lowed a discussion of the advisability of 
inviting and expecting the clergy to attend 
the Diocesan monthly meetings. It was 
voted that the whole matter of the type and 
time of these meetings be left to the dis- 
cretion of the Executive Committee and 
the Advisory Board. Mrs. Vera Millis read 
the report of the nominating committee 
and the candidates were duly elected: presi- 
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dent, Mrs. Lloyd Jones; vice-president for 
San Jose Convocation, Mrs. R. H. Tucker: 
Supply Department secretary, Miss Ruth 
Griffin. The 1940 delegates and alternates 
to the Triennial were elected, likewise to 
the Synod. The new United Thank Offer- 
ing Custodian for the Diocese was intro- 
duced, Mrs. Evans Hammond of Berkeley. 
Mrs, Gilbert Prince of Oakland presented 
a form of service for installation of parish 
officers. She may be consulted about this. 
Mrs. Jones announced three new auxili- 
aries, formerly parish guilds, at Walnut 
Creek, Hayward and St. Francis, San 
Francisco. 


The afternoon session was opened with 
an address on “Christian Worship” by Dean 
Springer, who represented the Diocesan 
Altar Guild as well as St. Margaret's 
House. This was followed most appropri- 
ately by the subject “Music in Worship”, 
which the Rev. Walter Williams brought 
to us most interestingly. Representatives 
from each Diocesan branch of the women’s 
work made their annual reports, showing 
growth and progress. 


The racial work reports from members 
of the San Francisco and Oakland Chinese 
missions, the Japanese Christ Church, St. 
Cyprian’s and St. Augustine’s colored con- 
gregations were a high spot of the program. 
Their varied activities and their own in- 
terest in the Church’s program as a whole 
have been outstanding. All have responded 
to the encouragement of Bishop Block. A 
new building for True Sunshine mission 
in Oakland is an absolute necessity. 


Christian education in the Diocese brought 
forth an interesting “panel” led by Miss 
Frances Young. Four speakers convinced 
us that this phase of our church life must 
include all of us. Miss Margaret Williams, 
our representative among Episcopal college 
students, challenged us with some very defi- 
nite objectives. Student work includes: 
worship for students, books, fellowship, 
service and counselling. $1,395 is all that 
our Diocese spends on this vital work, sur- 
rounded as we are by colleges. Shouldn't 
we remind our men about this? The women 
can help by sending Miss Williams kitchen 
utensils, jams and jellies, the loan of an 
upright piano for Palo Alto, by sending 
students church papers, by requesting the 
rectors to write college students away from 
home, and finally, by becoming a member 
of the Church Society for College Work. 
Mrs. N. A. DeStephano outlined the 
splendid education program of the G.F-S. 
and recommended their magazine for 
Church School teachers and leaders of 
young people. The Woman’s Auxiliary has 
an education program under way called 
the “Six Little Projects”, not for women 
alone. The National Council has assigned 
them to the Diocese of California as a 
whole and it is important that we see that 
the clergy and laymen work together with 
us in this mission study. Rev, Sumner 
Walters, Mrs. B. F. Nourse, Mrs. Reginald 
Clampett and Mrs. J. W. Williams will be 
sending on information. Summing up the 
educational discussion, Miss Ruth Griffin, 
the Auxiliary Supply Secretary, came with 
a message about our boxes for this year 
which go to the Philippines. She brought 
home the fact that this is our concrete 
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way of giving evidence of our real interest, 
and reminded us that it is a worthwhile 
plan to see that the whole parish, rector, 
vestry, men’s groups, church groups, etc., 
is informed about the field to which our 
offering is to go. 

Closing the first day of the convention 
came Bishop Block’s charge to the women, 
once again a deeply stirring missionary 
challenge. 

At the Wednesday session following the 
devotions, an additional roll call showed 
an attendance of representatives from 62 
parishes and missions, three deaconesses 
and two charter members. Motion carried 
to send our regrets on account of her ab- 
sence to Mrs. Wilmer Gresham, one of our 
charter members. 

Then followed a Christian Social rela- 
tions forum, headed by Miss Harriet Bake- 
well. This was an interesting report of the 
working out of a vision of the year before 
when this new department was created to 
unify and enlarge the social service work 
previously done by the Woman’s Auxiliary, 
the House of Churchwomen committees, 
by us as individuals and not specifically as 
Episcopalians, and to study community 
problems. Miss Bailey reported first with 
an impressive list of our own Diocesan in- 
stitutions, too numerous to list. Mrs. Harry 
Edsell reported that the Children’s Aid 
Committee, of many years standing, is now 
a part of this new committee. Then came 
two enthusiastic reports about the splendid 
training classes for workers being con- 
ducted at the present time in San Francisco 
and Oakland by qualified leaders.

The success of such a meeting as 
that at the Russian Cathedral suggests 
the hope that the time is not far off be- 
fore there will emerge in our country a 
larger Episcopal Church of many national 
backgrounds, more typical of our nation 
as it is today, and able through its ties 
beyond the nation to have an international 
voice from a mobilized group of 200,- 
000,000 Christians which can speak ef- 
fectively for world peace and brother- 
hood. 

The next meeting of the seminar will 
be held Tuesday, April 29, with the Ar- 
menians at the Parish Hall of the Church 
of the Advent, San Francisco.

New Feature 


Widespread endorsement by Bishops, rec- 
tors and laypeople has been given to the plan 
of The Witness, national Church weekly, to 
print in one issue a month a review of the 
news of all the Churches, together with a 
feature article by an outstanding non-Epis- 
copalian. Typical of the several score of 
statements published in the paper in the num- 
ber following the first issue carrying these 
new features were those of Bishop James E. 
Freeman of Washington and Bishop W. Ap- 
pleton Lawrence of Western Massachusetts. 
“It is an excellent plan,” writes Bishop Free- 
man, “especially in these days, to make the 
people of our Church thoroughly familiar 
with the activities of Churches other than 
our own.” And Bishop Lawrence wrote the 
editor : “I am enthusiastic about the plan for 
widening the interests and the area of the 
news to be reported in The Witness. I am 
sure it will have a stimulating and helpful 
effect in lifting the vision of our people.” 


In issuing the first number, the manage- 
ment of the paper announced that already 
over 6000 leaders of other churches have 
been added to the subscription list. The plan 
provides a subscription of but 50 cents a year 
for those who are to receive only this 
monthly number. The regular subscription 
price to those who receive the paper every 
week remains at $2 a year. The editorial of- 
fice of The Witness, at 135 Liberty Strect, 
New York City, announces that already 
scores of Episcopal clergymen are sending 
the paper once a month to clergymen and 
friends who are members of other churches, 
recognizing it as a means of acquainting them 
with the thought and activities of the Epis- 
copal Church as well as a means of inform- 
ing Episcopalians about the other churches.

7. A shortened period of time secured 
between enlistment and instruction in 
Confirmation Classes. 

8. Remarks reported such as, “One 
thing I like about the people from St.

and religion and not about social times.”

Book Notes

The Episcopal Church: A Confirmation 
Manual, by Bishop Edward L. Parsons and 
Dean James M. Malloch (Morehouse-Gor- 
ham, 30c), is the need of all clergymen, 
parents, and those who want to be con- 
firmed. In ten brief units it deals with 
all the major points of confirmation in- 
struction, and each unit contains suggested 
things to do and books to read. A great 
deal of use is made of the Prayer Book, 
and mature students read Doctrine in the 
Church of England. It is thoroughly up 
to date and is not partisan. 


Those who are interested in the problem 
of reunion will be fascinated by Prof. Cyril 
C. Richardson’s The Sacrament of Reunion 
(Scribner’s, $1.25), in which the Concordat 
is subjected to careful historical criticism 
and analysis. Episcopalians will learn more 
about the history of some of their favorite 
doctrines in this little book than from many 
church histories. A: valuable bibliography 
on both Presbyterianism and Episcopalian- 
ism is appended along with a good index. 

One of the greatest of teachers, William 
Adams Brown, of Union Theological Sem- 
inary, has written his autobiography en- 
titled A Teacher and His Times (Scrib- 
ner’s, $3.50). Those who have enjoyed sim- 
ilar books by William Lyons Phelps and 
Shailer Mathews will like it.

He 
has observed all the changes in theological 
and secular education, and he has been a 
practical worker for the furthering of the 
Gospel in many fields. It is truly an inspir- 
ing story.

One of the most interesting of recent 
books is Martin Dibelius’ The Message of 
Jesus Christ (Scribner’s, $2.00). It is a 
record of the results of the latest scholar- 
ship concerning the teachings and stories 
vf the first century Church as reflected in 
the gospels. Translated by Professor 
Frederick Grant from the German, the 
book reads easily; and the divisions of the 
message into several parts makes it simple 
to follow. The material is arranged accord- 
ing to Old Stories, Parables, Sayings, Great 
Miracle Tales, and Legends. The second 
half of the book is made up of comments 
on the selections. 


John Baillie has again indicated his lead- 
ership in theological circles with an essay 
entitled Our Knowledge of God (Scribner's, 
$2.50). In the various chapters are to he 
found evaluations of Karl Barth, Emil 
Brunner, Descartes and Kant, which not on!|y 
separate the essential from the non-essential 
but serve as building stones for Professor 
Baillie’s own position. He maintains that 
all men have the capacity to be religious, 
which comes back to what Pascal heard 
God say: “Thou wouldst not be seeking me, 
hadst thou not already found me. Be not 
therefore disquieted.” 


Many of us recall a day when we were 
exposed to the philosophy of Kant, and it 
probably did not take. In The Heritage of 
Kant (Princeton University Press, $4.50), 
a number of leading thinkers have attempt: 4 
a reassessment of the value of Kant’s thought 
for philosophy today. Kant is the landmark 
of the beginning of modern philosophy, and 
his contributions to knowledge, conduct, 
art and religion are important. Two of the 
contributors are leading Episcopal laymen, 
Wilbur M. Urban and Theodore M. Greene.

From the practical point of view, Bishop 
Frank Wilson’s Faith and Practice (More- 
house-Gorham, $2.50) is one of the most 
valuable books produced by the American 
church for a long time. It is a book o/ 
popular apologetics written in a racy style, 
full of illustrative material. It presents 
the “truths” of Christianity in a logical and 
reasonable but unacademic fashion, and one 
of the best features is the way it deals with 
popular misconceptions about these truths.
